It is a fixture and of such class, value 
and duratiou as to attract the best of both the 
thoroughbred aud harness divisions of Ameri- 
can racing.

racing— a meeting not to be outclassed by any 
of the historic sessions of sport that for- 
merly made Chicago the shining center of turf 
interest. For obvious reasons no definite in- 
formation as to the stakes can be given until 
after the date of closing, but all of those inter-
